BELFAST (AP), —, Bombing, snip- 
ing and rioting erupted in Belfast 
and other Ulster cities yesterday, 
leaving nine persons injured and a 
trail of smouldering ruins, The day 
of violence wag believed part of a 
spring offensive by the Irish Re- 
publican Army. 

Two cars packed with explosivea 
blew up in Belfast. One of the 
blasts injured eight persons, includ- 
ing 8. 70-year-old woman, ‘but none 


seriously. 

A 14-year-old girl riding in a taxl 
to Belfast’s Lower Falls area was 
shot in the side by a terrorist 
miping at a British Army check- 
point. A ‘bus and truck were set 
on fire during rioting in the area. 

Firebombs ignited in eight stores 
in the centre of Belfast and dozens 
of other bomb alerts in ail parts of 
the city sent office workers, salesgirls 
and shoppers running for their lives. 
‘With normal work almost impos- 
sible, many persons tried to leave 
the jobs early but had trouble 
getting hame because bus service 
was. ded and huge traffic 
jams built up because of road- 
blocks.

Jamil Hamad’s remand extended 4 
Police say editor involved 


in publisher’s kidnapping 


The Jerusalem Magistrate's Court 
yesterday extended for a further 15 
days the remand of Jamil Hamad, 
assistant editor of the Old City 
weekly “al-Fajr,” on suspicion of 
having been involved in the kid- 
napping of the paper's publisher 
earlier thls year. 

Hamad was arrested last month, 
five weeks after hig employer, You- 
sef Nasri Nasr, disappeared without 
trace from his home in East Jeru- 


Hable to prejudice the investigation. 

Hamad’s attorney asked the Court 
to disregard the police appeal, say- 
ing that his client has already been 
detained for almost a month during 
which time not a shred of evidence 
had been presented linking him to 
Nasr’s disappearance.

Zim to halt expansion 
in row with Histadrut

HAIFA—tThe Zim Company’e Board 
has decided to-suspend 


{f the saleg do not cause unemploy- 
ment for the crews. 

The Board also empowered the 
management to sell off the building 

for six large new ships 
— mostly oj] tankers — already 
ordered, unless Histadrut agrees to 
the sale of old ships to finance the 
new constructions. Zim’s first move 
in implementing its far-reaching new 
policy was to delay payment to the 
Israel shipyards in Haifa for the 
construction of two new 9,000-tor 
container ships. Construction of the 
ships is already underway. 

A Zim spokesman told The Jeru- 
salem Post that the payment — 
which was due last week — was 
to have been made from the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of two coasters, 
Wsther and Lesh. The two ships,

Zim agreed to postpone the sales 
pending Histadrut’s ruling. But the 
labour organization spent an entire 
Month on the deliberations, finally 
ruling that Zim could sell only one 
of the two money-losing ships, and 
that the sale of the second should 
be postponed until the new con- 
tainer ships are completed. 

The Zim Board agreed to the 
Histadrut ruling in order not to 
upaet relations with the unions. 

But due τὸ the delay in the His- 
tadrut ruling, the sale of the single 
ship -- the Leah — has not yet 
been completed. The company in- 
tends to delay payment to the Is- 
rael shipyard until the sale is ef- 
fected and the money received. 

Several Board members severely 
scored the Histadrut, which Is itself 
a shareholder and is represented on 
the Board, for its faflure to lay down 
a clear policy on the question of the 
Sale of old Zim ships. 

“The company now sées no p2s- 
sibility of continuing its fleet devel- 
opment, until the question of sales 
procedures is satisfactorily solved. 
We will not be able to pay for new 
ships unless we are able to seli off 
the old ones to finance the pur- 
chases,” the Zim spokesman said. 


NEW SHIPS . 

Zim presently has seven new ships 
on order, in yards in Holland, Den- 
mark and in Haifa. One of these 
ships is scheduled for delivery next 
month, and will be commissioned by 
Zim. However, in line with the 
Board's new policy, the management 
may now selj the contracts for any 
‘or all of the remaining vessels, if 
the dispute is not settled. 

The Board's decision puts an en- 
tirely new slant to the long fight 
the Marine Officers Union has been 
conducting against the Zim’s inten- 
tion to sell off old and money-losing 
vessels, The Union will have to de- 
cide whether it is in its own interest 
to automatically object to the sale 
of any Zim ship.. 

The company spokesman noted 
that all crew members from ships 
that have been sold so far have 
received berths on Zim'’s new ships, 
where they can earn considerably 
More money. 

He said Zim had increased the 
number of Israeli flag ships it 
operates on the Mediterranean route, 
which the seamen are particularly 
interested in, as it gives them the 
opportunity of frequent home port 
calls, Zim has also reduced the 
number of forelgn chartered vessels 
on the route. 

He said other Israeli companies 
have reduced the number of Israeli 
flag ships they operate in the Me- 
diterranean during the past year, 
but the Union had raised no ob- 
jections.

He arrived together with 250 So- 
viet immigrants on a flight from 

and was met at the air- 
port by his wife, his nine-year-old 
daughter and a group of members 
from Kibbutz Mishmar Haemek, 
which has “adopted” the family. 
His wife and daughter arrived in 
Israel some two years ago, while 
he served his three-year prison 
term. : 
Kukuy, an engineer, in poor 
heaith, was arrested in March 1971 
on charges of “Zionist activity and 
slandering the Soviet Union.” He 
was forced to complete his entire 
term in the Novaya Lialia prison 
for common criminals, where he 
was the only political prisoner. He 
spent much of the period in soli- 
tary confinement. 

On his release last month, Kukuy 
immediately applied for and re- 
ceived 2 permit to leave the USSR 
and to join his family. in Israel

No such thing as 
‘African Flu’ 
doctor says

Reports of an “African Flu” 
brought back by soldiers from Afri- 
ca and Sinai, and affecting babies, 
are completely unfounded, Prof. 
Alexander Russell, Director of the 
Pediatrics Department at Jerusalem's 
Hadassah Hospital, said yesterday. 

Prof. Russell said he did not know 
the origin of reports in the Hebrew 
press that new-born babies at Ha- 
dassah had contracted “African Flv.” 
He said that there is no such dis- 
ease, although two weeks ago two 
or three bables at the hospital had 
suffered from diarrhoea caused by 
the E.Coli 111 bacillus, which is res- 
ponerre to treatment with antibio- 

ica. 


The babies had been isolated and 
other newborns were discharged 
earlier than usual to prevent pos- 
sible infection, Prof. Russell said. 
“This preventive action was ap-

Gaullist ‘horse-trading’ ©

PARIS. — Premier Pierre Messmer 
yesterday announced his candidacy 
dn the French presidential election 
and then withdrew it — all within 
a few hours — as the Gaullists 
struggled to present a united front 
against left-wing contender Fran- 

ois Mitterrand. 

Messmer’s erratic moves, which 

came exactly one week before re- 
gistration day for the presidency. 
appeared to leave the field clear 
for former Premier Jacques Chaban~ 
Delmas, who was endorsed by the 
Gaullist Party Congress last Sun- 
day. 
But the credibility of Gaullism 
as a political force has been totally 
destroyed by the shameless horse- 
trading between the barons of the 
Fifth Republic. Mitterrand, who ac- 
cording to some opinion polls could 
count on over half the electorate’s 
support if the election were held 
now, seems the only gainer from 
the current political confusion. 

Messmer’s bid for the presidency 
came in an announcement urging 
rival Gaullist candidates to with- 
draw from the race and make way 
for him as a government majority 


successor to the late Georges Pom- 
pidou. 

Messmer suid the proliferation of 
Gaullist contenders was dangerously 
dividing France and threatened to 
present Mitterrand, whe is backed 
by both the Socialist and Commun- 
ist parties, with an easy victory. 

But after a two-minute visit to 
his office at the Hotel Matignon 
from Chaban-Delmas, Messmer knew 
there was no hope of persuading 
Chaban to pull out of the contest. 

So in his second announcement 
of the day, Messmer said: “Since 
the conditions which T have set out 
are not assembled, I have decided 
not to stand as candidate for the 
presidency, My decision is irrevoc- 
able.” 

Edgar Faure, the 66-year-old 
Speaker of the National Assembly, 
withdrew from the presidential race 
yesterday in deference to Messmer. 
But Finance Minister Valery Gis- 
ecard d'Estaing, who represents the 
Independent Republican Wing of the 
Gaullist parliamentary coalition, 
seems, determined to maintain his 
challenge to Chaban-Delmas. 

At a press conference yesterday 
evening, Chaban said he was stand- 
ing because he regarded himself as 


the candidate with the best chance 
of beating Mitterrand. 

In a prepared statement of his 
election programme, Chaban said: 
“We must bar the way to Com- 
munism. 1 am the man best placed 
ta do this." 


Outlining his foreign policy op- ᾿ 


tions, Chaban said: “There must be 
a just and lasting peace in the 
Middie Eust. This means a peace 
which is accepted by the parties 
involved.” 

On the extreme left Mitterrand 
also stands to gain from the con- 
fusion in the ranks of the Trotsky- 
ites who are putting up two rival 
candidates, Alain Krivine, leader of 
the outlawed Communist League, 
and Mille, Arlette Laguillere of 
“Lutte Ouvriere” (Workers’ Strug- 
gle). 

Like Messmer, Krivine has been 
striving ta obtain cohesion among 
his sympathizers by backing the 
eandidacy of Charles Piaget, leader 
of the workers’ management move- 
ment which took over the Lip watch 
factory at Besancon in the Jura 
Alps last summer. But Piaget de- 


eided that he could not rally enough . 


support to warrant standing for the 
presidency.

Iraq supports anti-Barazani Kurd leaders 


BEIRUT (AP). — The Iraqi gov- 
ernment has recognized a break- 
away leadership of the Kurdish De- 
mocratic Party (KDP) in an ap- 
parent attempt to split the Kurdish 
autonomy movement in oil-rich 
northern Iraq, according to reports 
: from Baghdad. 

The reports from the official Iraqi 
news agency indicate the govern- 
ment is encouraging breakaway KDP 
leaders to try to overthrow Mulla 
Mustafa Barazani. 


The dissidents have formed their 
own KDP central committee and 
ealied for a party genera] assembly 


to “rid it from Barazani's tribal 
and dictatorial leadership,” the 
agency said. 


Pesh Mergha, Barazani's estimat- 
ed 20,000-strong irregular army, has 
since been reported on the warpath, 
burning and ransacking police sta- 
tions and government houses in 
northern Iraq. 

Bakr on Sunday fired Barazani’s 
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five ministers in the central gov- 
ernment and named five other anti- 
Barazani Kurds to their posts. 


The agency said three of the 
newcomers belonged to the break- 
away KDP centra) committee that 
pledged support for the government 
autonomy plan. The committee is 
headed by retired Maj.-Gen. Aziz 
Akrawi, who was made Minister of 
State.

WASHINGTON. — The Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee late 
yesterday deferred consideration of 
an expected amendment to the State 
Department's 1975 budget which 
would provide $50m. in aid to Israel 
for the resettlement of Soviet Jew- 
ish immigrants. 

The Nixon Administration had not 
recommended the aid programme, 
but has not opposed the Congress- 
fonal initiative. Senator Edmund 
Muskie of Maine was to introduce 
the measure during the Committee's 
review of the State Department au- 
thorization, but other business delay- 
ed committee action. The Committee 
will probably take up the matter 
shortly after the Haster recess. 

This would be the third yebr of 
U.S. aid for Soviet Jewish -resettle- 
ment. The first programnie, also 
sponsored by Senator Mustie, prov- 
ided $50m., but last year's measure 
was reduced to $36.5m. 

Muskie and Congressman Jona- 
than Blngham, who is expected to 
Sponsor a similar move in he House 
of Representatives, decided to push 
again for the $50m. figure in view 
of inflation and the continued sub- 
stantial flow of Russian Jewish 
emigrants, The measure is expected 
to meet little resistance.

measures. 

The Assistant Secretary of State 
for Congressional affairs, Linwood 
Holton, urged that the material be 
kept secret, without further airing 
of the sensitive issue. The commit- 
tee subsequently moved to close the 
matter by a vote of 26 to two. 
Committee members told The Jeru- 
salem Post that in view of the re- 
sponsiveness of the State Depart- 
ment in supplying the information 
— which came as a surprise to 
many of them — they were in 
agreement that the matter should 
not be pressed further in public. 


Russians queue for U.S. visas 


SEATTLE (UPI). — A Seattle at- 
torney representing: 13 dissident 
Russian writers says that more 
than 10,000 Soviet citizens have re- 
ceived little or no response to their 
applications at the American Em- 
bassy for visas to the U.S. 

The attorney, Leonard Schroeter, 
made the statement after returning 
from meetings with clients and 
others in connection with the case 
in New York, London, Rome ané 
Jerusalem. He said the exact num- 
ber of Soviet citizens applying for 
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visas wag not available because the 
State Department “just isn't giving 
out that sort of information.” 


“It's far in excess of 10,000," he 


said. “It's increasing all the time.” 
Schroeter said the dissident move- 
ment is not limited to Jews and in- 
tellectuals. But “many of the intel- 
Iectuals are interested in coming 
here, and I hope we can find ar- 
rangements for some of them at 
the University of Washington." 
Schroeter said the situation is 
“much ilke the mass exodus from 
Germany in the late 1930s."

GREECE BANS REPORTS ON 
DISPUTE WITH TURKEY 


ATHENS (AP). — The Greek Gov- 
ernment banned on Monday the 
publication of reports from Turkey 
referring to the dispute between 
the two countries over oil drilling 
rights in the Aegean Sea, news- 
paper editors reported here. 

The editors said they had intended 


and the Turkish press on the issue. 
They said they were forced to 
thir editions yesterday to 
include only comments from Greek 
officials and editorials, which are 
subject to strict censorship, 
Ever since the discovery of oil off 
the northeastern Greek island of 


Thassos late last year, Turkey stated 
that she also had drilling rights in 
the Aegean. The Greeks rejected the 
demand and relations between the 
two countries deteriorated. 


The dispute has apparently con- 
tributed to the breakdown of the 
talks between Greeks and Turks in 
Cyprus. 

Editors said censors particularly 
ordered the removal of a statement 
by the Turkish Defence Minister 
prior to his departure for Paris last 
Tuesday: “If trouble erupts between 
Turkey and Greece, we will prove 
to our forefathers who lost their 
lives in the War of Independence 
that we are worthy of them.”

Mancuso said it was still too 
early to predict the reliability 
of saliva tests, although his team 
found that the chemical compo- 
Sition of saliva changes during 
and just before ovulation. ‘The 
salivary glands seem to be re- 
ceptive to the action of ovarian 
hormones,” Mancuso said. 

He said his team tested the 
amount of certain enzymes and 
other chemicals in saliva, “and 
in some cases a variation of a 
certain statistical significance 
was observed in the pre-ovula- 
tory stage, especially an increase 
in the salivary concentration of 
these substances, while there 
constantly was a dropping off, 
@ near-disappearance, of these 
substances exactly at the time 
of ovulation.”

ATLANTA (AP). — Hank: Aa- 
ron, undaunted by the swirl of 
controversy surrounding his quest 
for baseball immortality, became 
the game's all-time home run 
king on Monday night when he 
smashed the 715th of his illus- 
trious career. 

The 40-year-old Atlanta Braves 
superstar left behind the ghost 
of the legendary Babe Ruth when 
he connected for the historic clout 
in the fourth inning off left-hand- 
er Al Downing of the Los An- 
Beles Dodgers. 


Aaron hammered a 1-0 pitch 
over the left field fence just to 
the right of the 385-foot marker 
and circled the bases for the 
715th time accompanied by a 
large, massive fireworks display. 
A sellout crowd of 52,870 rose as 
one for a standing ovation. 

‘The legendary Ruth, who died 
in 1948, had hit 714 home runs, 
the last three in 1935 in a game 
against Pittsburgh on May 25.

Selling Israel to business-minded people

Yuzsz those who attempt to 

persuade Jews from the West- 
ern world to immigrate to Israel 
for Ztonlst reasons, Tour v'Aleh 
— a Jewish Agency company — 
tries to “sell” aliya as a commer- 
cial product. 

“If you want to sell a product, 
the first thing you have to do is 
dispiay it,” Gabriel Turner, director 
of Tour vAleh, explained. Mr. 
Turner was one of those who sug- 
gested this unconventional approach 
when other forms of aliya promo- 
tion proved imsufficient. “In my 
salesmanship course, they'll teach 
you that you can sell a refrigerator 
more easily by ietting the customer 
see it than by showing him a pic- 
ture of it in a catalogue. So we 
try to sell aliya where the ‘product’ 
exists — here in Israel.” 

At first, Tour v'Aleh worked with 
tourists who came here on their 
own — holding information paneis 
at hotels and making it known to 
visitors that the Tour v’Aleh office 
is available to help them expiore 
aliya possibilities: employment, 
housing, educational fatilities for 
their children, etc. 

Though this activity continues, it 
was later supplemented by planned 
tours organized by Tour v’Aleh 
particularly for “the middle-class 
Jew who wants to open a small 
business." That term, Mr. Turner 
quickly added, is hard to define; it 
includes everyone from the barber 
who wants to open a one-man shop 
to the man interested in building 8 
hotel. 

“This ig the second most im- 
portant phase of our work. Until 
this day, we are still the only ‘ad- 
dress’ for the new immigrant inter- 
ested in opening his own business. 
The Ministry of Absorption may 
provide him with loans and other 
services but we are still the only 
organization which actively seeks 

‘ businesses and business ideas to 
suggest to the immigrant.” A book-

Tailored tour 


“For the first half of the tour, 
the whole group is together — no 
matter how heterogeneous fts com- 
position may be —- because we are 
showing them aspects of Israel 
which interest every potential im- 
migrant: am absorption centre, 
schools, housing, ete. For the final 
three or four days, each participant 
has an individually-taiflored tour 
programme to show him things -re- 
lated to his own field. We try to 
send one of our people with each 
such tourist but even when the 
group is too big to allow this, 
everything is planned in advance so 
that he can manage very well with- 


we 
days. 


Experience from before the Yom 
Kippur War (data for the post-war 
period is not yet available) shows 
that about 35 per cent of the tour- 
ists who planned to open independ- 
ent businesses actually came on 
aliya, as opposed to 85 per cent for 
academics whom Tour v‘Aleh 
helped find jobs. “Except for some 
hard professions, such as law, we 
never had serious problems placing 
university-trained people. Once the 
man has a job, his place of em- 
ployment — at least in theory and 
often in practice — can help him 
solve the day-to-day problems of 
absorption, In a case where the firm 
really needs him, they will push 
him to come, 

“But the man who has to decide 
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to open his own business, and to 
be on his own, bas a much harder 
time. For many peopie, it’s too hard 
ἃ leap to make and they decide 
against it." 

This, however, does mot deter 
Tour v'Aleh. If the idea of aliya 
seems too big a hurdle to jump, 
Tour v'Aleh is willing to suggest 
“gradual aliya.” This, in effect, 
means encour: the potential 
immigrant to deposit money here 
when he comes to visit. Mr. Turner 
believes that this project — encour- 
aged by Tour v'Aleh but actually 
executed by the major banks — has 
two advantages. “Since we've started 
with this idea, Israel's foreign cur- 
rency reserves have risen. The other 


Te some examples of investors 
whom Tour v'Aleh helped establish 
themselves here. An immigrant 
from Britain, whose family owns a 
chain of supermarkets, is now open- 
ing his fourth supermarket in Is- 
rael and looking for partners to 
join him in opening and running 
More.

leve}]. Once a man startg leaving his 
money here, he naturally becomes 
more interested in what's going on 
in Israel. First he deposits $100; 
then another $100. All of a sudden 
he has $1,000 and asks the bank 
manager how he can invest it to 
earn more profit. If he de- 
cides to come, the fact that he has 
some money here may also help.” 

Mr. Turner believes that the econ- 
omy must expand if we want to 
absorb large numbers of immi- 
grants. “I think all this talk about 
slowing down the economy is her- 
esy. We need immigrants — every- 
one agrees on that. Production for 
defence is increasing while produc- 
tion in other areas is not slowing 
down. Anyone who reads between 
the lines of the newspapers knows 
that tremendous sums of money 
have been pouring into the country 
since Yom Kippur. All of these 
things put together add up to the 
meed for a dynamic, fast-moving, 
growing economy.” 


Bureaucratic block 


Contrary to what one might 
think, Mr. Turner claims that po- 
tential immigrants and capital are 
More available than ideas. “We have 
lots of ideas of our own but they 
are herd to carry out, For one 
thing, the administration bogs us 
down. We belong to the Jewish 
Agency, so we need approval from 
10 people before we can get some- 
thing done. 

“For example, we have been run- 
ning after the Ministry of Tourism 
to try to convince them that tour- 
ism isn’t just hotels, Wethink, for 
instance, that the shores must be 
developed — and there are Jewish 
experts in the field who would per- 
haps consider coming if their ser- 
vices were wanted here. Such a de- 
velopment project would also en- 
courage more tourists to visit and 
some of them may be potential 
immigrants.” ᾿ 

Melvin Cohen, head of ‘Tour 
vAleh's Pianning Department, .gave 
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The Western immigrants whom 
Tour v'Aleh helps establish them- 
selves in business usually have cap- 
ital of their own — though they 
often receive additional help from 
Ministry of Absorption funds and 
from other sources. But the com- 
pany has recently begun helping 
Russian immigrants, who 

have no money and no knowledge 
of Western business practice, to be- 
come independent businessmen.

The Jewish Agency has egtab-

“At the last seminar,” Mr. Turner 
said, “We invited 38 people and 37 
eame. They did not leave the lec- 
ture hall from eight in the morning 
until 10 at night and I would ven- 
ture to guess that each of them 
filled at least 100 pages of notes." 

Russian immigrants have already 
been helped to set up businesses in 
various fields, including as subcon- 
tractors in the building trades, 
sometimes also doing manual work. 
“At the last seminar, which was 
designed for engineers from vari- 
ous fields, a group of participants 
decided to form a computer com- 
pany. They have already found an 
Israeli data processing firm which 
will subcontract to their company. 

“This morning before you came, 
someone was here to suggest that 
we interest some of the Russian 
i ts in becoming subcontrac- 
ters for producing aluminium win- 
dows. We think subcontracting pos- 
sibilities, or franchises, are the best 
way for an immigrant to get start- 
ed. He ix an independent business- 
man and yet he has some sort of 
backing to start with.”

The latter, by Mare D. Angel, 
assistant minister of the historic 
Sephardi congregation, Shearith Is- 
rael in New York, starts with an 
historical survey and then proceeds 
to a sociological analysis based on 4 
study made by the author in 1972.

PHILADELPHIA, — 
“PELLY-button surgery” is rapidly 
becoming a favoured birth con- 
trol practice in developing coun- 
tries, Known as a laparoscopy, it is 
a female sterilization technique in 
which the Fallopian tubes are sealed 
through the navel, using carbon 
dioxide, the gas that makes the bub- 
bles in your soda. The surgery can 
be done as easily as a male vasec- 
tomy, using local anaesthesia, takes 
ten minutes, requires no hospital 

stay, and is quite safe. 

Although thig technique has been 
known for some time, its use was 
limited in many places in the world 
because the equipment was expens- 
ive, complicated, heavy, replace 
ment parts difficult to get, and re- 
quired afr conditioned sterile con- 
ditions. Now the equipment has been 
redesigned by a doctor long devoted 
to this method, in conjunction with 
KLI Inc.-of Ivyland, Pennsylvania. 

Dr. Clifford R. Wheeless, Jr, as- 
sistant professor of obstetrics and 
gynaecology at Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity of Baltimore, has for long 
been concerned with the population 
control problems of poor countries, 
He modified the laparoscopy pro- 
cedure and KLI undertook the chal- 
lenge of redesigning the cumber- 
some equipment. Together they pro- 
duced the radical, 18 kilo portable 
model, using carbon dioxide gas (us-

heartbeat detector 

REHOVOT. — A device the size of 
a flash-light which detects heart act- 
ivity has been developed by the elec- 
tronics department of the Weizmann 
Institute of Science and is under- 
going testing. Institute scientists 
will report on the portable detector 
this week at the ninth scientific 
meeting of the Israel Society for 
Medical and Biological Engineering. 

The compact device, easily held 
in one hand, has red and green 
lights which blink in response to 
the heartbeat when the detector, 
with its two electrodes, is held 


against the chest. Although similar | 


instruments exist, this one, using 
electro-optical, rather than mecha- 
nical means, exists in producing 
rellable response, even to very 
rapid heart rates under unstable 
conditions of high frequency noise 
and strong vibrations.

for Taiwan 


TAIPEI — Nationalist China is 
now turning to nuclear energy to 
overcome current petroleum short- 
ages and soaring prices, the Taiwan 
Power Company has announced, 
The company said that nuclear 
energy will account for half of the 
country’s total power output in 10 


years and that [Ὁ is building three wit 


nuclear power plants, two in th 
north and one in the south. 

The first plant, ta be completed in 
1977, is of two generating units, one 
of which will be ready in 1976. The 
entire plant will have a capacity of 
1,272,000 kw. The other two nuclear 
plants are still on the drawing 
boards.

Nixon’s weakness 
affects Kissinger

Wu a foray into Russia, to be 

followed by another into the 
Middle Bast, Henry Kissinger runs 
the danger of becoming a figure of 
fun as a candidate for perpetual 
motion. Some are tempted to dis- 
miss him as a dervish, others as a 
false magus, sti! others as a tribal 
shaman. Ali the images are from 
necromancy and its allied areas. 
Which is what legend feeds on. 

Kissinger gets his effects, says 
one commentator, by sheer speed — 
8. continuous, breathless juggling of 
his various projects, punctuated by 
constant surprises. It is Uke say- 
ing that a ropewalker gets his 
effects by waving his arms. 

Ig the inner discipline and the 
ody’s cunning were not there, the 
arm-waving .would do lttle good. 
Kissinger has control of his ma- 
terial, and he has the cunning that 
comes from reading the blurred 
shape of the future in the remem- 
bered outline of the past. 

But things are getting harder for 
him now. There are signs that his 
carefully contrived world is coming 
unhinged. In fact, George Ball suz- 
gested recently in Brussels that 
Kissinger himself was coming un- 
hinged, from flying fatigue com- 
bined with jet lag. Maybe so, But 
Kissinger exhausted can claim to 
have done more to change world 
diplomacy than George Ball and his 
associates ever did in the State De- 
partment at their freshest. 


His problem “is not his travel ad- 
diction nor his work neurosis: most 
government servants would be bet- 
ter if their lives contained more of 
both. The real problem is that the 
task is too vast, and his political 
resources on his home turf too lean. 

The task has been nothing less 
than the re-organizing of world 
diplomacy. There was a burning 
Faustian will in it, and some felt 
that — Uke Faust — Kissinger sold 
his soul to the Devil to achieve his 
dream. There are some who still 
feel that way, who won't forgive 
him because he works with Pres- 
ident Nixon. 

There are signs of discontent with 
the results of Kissinger's policies.

In China there are moves, doubtless 


with Mao's approval, pointing to a’ 


new Cultural Revolution, this time 
directed at Chou En-lail, who com- 
mitted himself to a new deal with 
the U.S. 

In Russia there are discontents in 
the Kremlin, largely because Kissin- 
ger has been too successful, and hag 
given the U.S. the centre of the 
stage as Mideast mediator and peace- 
maker, pushing Brezhnev and the 
Russians into the background, 

In Europe there are discontents 
because Kissinger, wearled of ‘the 


serpentine manoeuvres of Buropean 
(especially French) diplomacy for 
the past decade and more, has 
chosen to play a bad-guy role, and 
talk tough both at Paris and Brus- 
15. 

"Ὁ are also discontents at 
home. The conservatives feel that 
Nixon should never have shaken 
Mao's hand, or Brezhnev's. Those for 
whom Senator Jackson is spokesman 
feel that Kissinger hasn't bargained 
encgugh — inside the detente with 
Russia — for freedom of 

tion and dissent in ‘the Soviet Union. 
Across poHtical lines many feel 
that the U.S. got the short end of 
the stick on the wheat sale and — 
far more important — on the SALT 
talks 


Thus the discontents pile up. In 
some degree they are a price Kiss- 
inger pays for his successes. His 
spectacular Middle Hast role, includ- 
ing his strong working relationship 
with President Sadat, has not de- 
lighted the Russians. 

Nor has the ufting of the Arab 
ofl embargo helped the mood in 
Moscow. The French too are worried 
at Kissinger’s headway on the 
energy crisis, which may account 
for Foreign Minister Jobert's new- 
found concern about an equal ofl 
deal for Holland and Denmark. 

Yet in the end it isn’t his suc- 
cesses that will spoil Kissinger's 
plans, but the shrinking of the 
ground he stands on. 

For however fast he whirls around 
the globe, he is lamed by President 
Nixon's darkening destiny at home. 
The danger to Kissinger js not pri- 
marily, as sometimes put, that the 
Russians no longer trust Nixon’s 
power to carry through his trade 
undertakings. ᾿ 

The greater danger is that Brezh- 
nev, sensing Nixon's increasing 
weakness, will decide to crowd him 
in the coming nezotiations, especial- 
ly on the SALT talks, If they feel 
that politically Nixon needs another 
Russian treaty, and especially needs 
his planned June trip to Moscow, 
they may exact a very high price 
for what he needs. 

That is why even the subtiest 
diplomat may find it ever harder to 
work for-a President whose world 
ia falling around his shoulders.
